New dock dispute: 
work comes to halt again 


SAN FRANCISCO ( l ’P Ii— Work on docks in Los 
Angeles and Long Beach came to a halt Sunday in a 
new dispute between longshoremen and employers. 
Elsewhere on the West Coast, cargo was being loaded 
and unloaded 
A spokesman for the Pacific Maritime Association 
said no regular work gangs were ordered in the two 
Southern California ports Sunday morning. The only 
cargo being handled was on two military vessels and 
two ships not associated with the PM A 
The dispute between the association and the 
International Longshoremen s and Warehousemen s 
Union started Saturday morning when dock crews 
reported for work. 
The PMA said it had asked tor specialty workers but 
the union sent others instead 
The workers were turned away and no more have 
been sent to the waterfront 
Los Angeles and Long Beach combined form the 
largest West Coast port Management claims the 
special men are needed to gel the docks back in shape 
to pave the way tor other workers, 
The union tiled a grievance and federal arbitrator 
George Love, in a preliminary ruling, upheld the

Walt 
Sniegowski has been fighting fires tor 13 
years, including the massive Big Bear and 
Malibu blazes in Southern California last 
year.

"The guys." the foreman of a crack 20- 
man U.S. Forest Service crew reported 
Sunday night, "are keeping pretty much to 
themselves. 
We re normally a happy go lucky bunch 
but the tragedy sobered everybody up. It 
gave us a lot of food for thought 
Sniegowski. whose outfit is called the 
Little Tujunga Hot Shot crew*, talked about 
the deaths of four bulldozer operators last 
Thursday on the second day of the 9.000- 
acre brush fire. 
"F ire fighters don't like to see the 
countrv go up in smoke but we usually 
enjoy our jobs,” he commented. 
"When we usually get off the lines, we let 
off some steam. Not since the tragedy. 


We've been getting something to eat and 
going to bed 
Sunday was a short day for Sniegowski s 
crew, which normally works 16 of every 24 
hours His outfit went on the line at 10 a m 
and was back in camp nine hours later. 
Sniegowski. a lean 5-foot-10, 175-pounder, 
was frustrated. 
We 
didn t 
get 
much 
accomplished 
either, 
he said. "Our job was to set a 
backfire line. But the wind carried the fire 
over our line and started some spot fires. 
We spent most of the day ducking flames 
Asked to compare the Santa Barbara 
County fire to the devastating Big Bear and 
Malibu blazes in 1970. Sniegowski replied; 
"A s far as acreage, they were bigger 
than this one. But this one has been real 
tirtigh to fight. 
Just about all the work we've done has 
been lost This fire has been jumping 300- 
foot 
wide 
tractor 
lines 
It's 
pretty 
discouraging.

You can depend on Toby Clark 
Your Birthday by Stella

N EW Y O R K - ( N E A ) - 
Heaven may help the work­ 
ing girl but in times of reces­ 
sion she’s often b e t t e r off 
putting her faith in someone 
like Toby Clark. 
There are no cupids flying 
from the d a d o s in Mrs. 
Clark’s midtown New York 
business office. Just framed 
certificates and art posters, 
a wall of books and some 
fine antique furniture. Across 
the desk is Toby, a slim 
widow who helps ease sev­ 
eral hundred men and women 
a year into $10,000-plus jobs. 
When her husband died 15 
years ago and the former 
fashion model found herself 
with a family to s u p p o r t , 
Toby Clark decided it might 
be more fun—and b e t t e r 
hours—to fix other people up 
with jobs rather than run 
around town finding work 
for herself. 
The fashion a g e n c y she 
launched in one room with a 
phone and a borrowed type­ 
writer has blossomed over 
the years into one of the 
largest personnel agencies in 
the city, specializing in find­ 
ing not-so-square people in­ 
terestingly shaped slots in 
“middle management” jobs, 
particularly in the advertis­ 
ing. publishing, publicity and 
fashion fields. 
But Mrs. Clark’s special 
interest—lo n g before wom­ 
en’s lib became a fashion­ 
able word and “ sexless” ad­ 
vertising for job openings 
b e c a m e la w —has always 
been in encouraging women 
to take on challenging posi­ 
tions and urging employers 
to disregard sex when hir­ 
ing. 
“Thank God women are 
finally getting gutsier,” said 
Mrs. Clark, former co-chair­ 
man of the Equal Employ­ 
ment Opportunities Commit­ 
tee of the Assn. of Personnel 
Agents. “And by that I don’t 
mean marching or putting 
down men. I mean they are 
finally realizing they can do 
more and are prepared to 
fight for a chance to do a 
man’s job.” 
Most of the women who 
make applications with Toby 
Clark are within the 30-to-45 
age group. 
“One of the drawbacks for 


a woman is that she doesn’t 
usually get the chance of a 
middle management job un­ 
til she is in her 30s,” Mrs. 
Clark said. “Men are branch 
managers in industry and 
senior copywriters in adver­ 
tising by the time they’re 26 
or 27 but generally it takes 
a woman almost eight to 10 
years longer to reach a simi­ 
lar position, particularly if 
she takes time out to have 
children.” 
Women have to do a longer 
“apprenticeship” to win an 
employer’s trust about their 
serious i n t e n t i o n s for a 
c a r e e r , Mrs. Clark main­ 
tains. Men don’t have to 
prove that they intend to 
work for a lifetime. 
With her modeling back­ 
ground, Mrs. Clark is often 
able to help her women ap­ 
plicants in s p e c i a l ways. 
“There’s more than writing 
a good resume to getting a 
better job,” she says. Espe­ 
cially when jobs are scarce. 
With this in mind she has 
several tips to pass on to her 
ladies—“and they apply just 
as well to Sioux City, Iowa, 
as to New York,” she insists. 
Here are a few of her helpful 
suggestions: 
Recognize t h a t y o u are 
selling a package and do up 
the package as attractively 
as you can. Look at yourself 
critically as others will see 
you in a business situation. 
Be vital and enthusiastic. 
Don’t criticize your last or 
p r e s e n t job or employer. 
Give the r e a s o n for your 
wanting to make a change 
simply and d i r e c t l y in a 
businesslike manner. 
Don’t worry about being 
over 30. Most women in his­ 
tory (even at a time when 
the l i f e s p a n was shorter) 
were older than 30 before 
they earned success. 
Never be defensive about 
being a woman. Very few 
firms who hire w o m e n in 
middle management jobs are 
sorry afterwards. 
Elaborating on her tips, 
Mrs. Clark added, “ When I 
r e c o m m e n d w o m e n to 
“pretty up” the p a c k a g e , 
I’m not suggesting they all 
try to turn themselves into 
glamor girls. But there are 
a hundred ways a woman 
over 30 can improve her 
looks for the job market.” 
Pulling at a strand of her 


warm brown hair s h i n i n g 
with golden highlights, Mrs. 
Clark continued. “ I started 
coloring my hair when 1 was 
in my 30s and still modeling. 
Let’s face it, streaks of gray 
don’t help with a younger 
image. Today any woman 
can spend a couple of dol­ 
lars on a simple foam-in­ 
hair-color like Loving Care 
and inside 30 minutes take 
off four or five years. Clairol 
can be a good friend. 
“Women have to accept 
that, for the most part, they 
are going to be interviewed 
by and work for men. And a 
man is looking for appeal. 
Not sex appeal but an ap­ 
pealing personality and a 
woman who looks well put 
together.” 
Surprising for a f o r m e r 
fashion model, Mrs. Clark 
doesn’t r a n k up-to-the-min­ 
ute fashion sense terribly 
high on her list of priorities 
in getting the job. 
“ Men don’t recognize fash­ 
ion as women do,” she said. 
“They like to see legs if they 
are nice legs. So knee-length 
skirts are better than midis. 
And somehow sharp, clear

colors impress them more 
than involved prints.” 
She feels t h a t pantsuits 
are pretty much accepted 
nationwide as suitable dress 
for 
an 
interviewee — Hot 
Pants may take a while 
longer. 
With her very “ now” ap­ 
proach to women’s job prob­ 
lems she often employs an 
amusing approach to encour­ 
age women to have a shot 
at a career. Recently she 
flew a banner from a plane 
over the Long Island beaches 
—suggesting that vacation­ 
ing women come see her. “In 
the summer.” she said, “the 
greatest s u p p l y of female 
talent in the world is lying 
on those sands.” 
On the subject of secre­ 
taries she said. “ I just don’t 
think there is any reason for 
the job of secretary to exist. 
A machine can take dictation 
and a typist can type it. Any 
woman who can be a good 
secretary can be an assistant 
—firms are missing out on a 
lot of female brainpower by 
not thinking that way.”

Pro football will account 
for about one-third of the 
more than $150 million that 
will be spent by the three 
m a j o r networks for TV 
sports entertainment in 1971. 


A network producer per­ 
haps best summed up the 
appeal that pro football ex­ 
erts. "Pro football provides 
a dream world of relaxation 
for the guy who works all 
week, and probably as a kid 
was in the Latin Club in high 
school and envied the star 
quarterback w h o married 
the head cheerleader,” he 
said.

BALTIMORE d P I » — 'The thing that impresses me 
most about him is the way he handles ballplayers He has 
the knack tor knowing exactly when to get on them He has 
the same knack tor knowing when to lay oft 
Dave McNally. Baltimore's ace lefty, talks about his 
boss.Earl Weaver, like all the other Orioles do Warmly. 
In a way. that s normal enough When a manager guides 
his ball club to three straight pennants as Earl Weaver has 
done with the Orioles, it's logical to assume most ot his 
ballplayers are going to tell you what a great guy he is. 
That doesn t always happen though 
Walt Alston led the Dodgers into the World Series one 
year and before that Series even started, one of his 
employees. Don Zimmer, took oil on him publicly tor not 
playing him. 
Some years later. Casey Stengel, managing the Yankees, 
lilted Clete Bover. his regular third baseman, tor a pinch 
hitter in the second inning ot a World Series contest and the 
deeply humiliated Boyer howled about the indignity long 
alter like a scalded whippet 
They say you don t really know a man until you work tor 
him or a woman until you marry her. Similarly, most 
ballplayers say they don t know a manager until they play 
tor him. and frequently the player who'll give you the best 
line on a manager it someone like Tom Shopay. 
Tom Shopay played in 47 games for the Orioles this year, 
and. generally speaking, a ballplayer who has to sit on the 
bench that much isn't exactly in love with his manager 
That's not at all the case with Tom Shopay. 
"He got me in as much as he possibly could, 
says 
Shopay. who put in time with the Yankees in 1967 and 1969 
I remember him talking with me in spring training. He 
said. Tommy, we re going to use you in a utility role We 11 
start you once in a while and we 11 use you as a pinch hitter 
and pinch runner.' And that's what he did. He kept his word 
to me 100 per cent I heard talk about whether or not he 11 be 
named manager ot the year. In my book he s not only the 
manager of the year, he s the everything ot the year. He s 
something you don t always find these days. He s a human 
being.'' 
That s the way Tom Shopay sees Earl Weaver. 
Mark Belanger, the Orioles regular shortstop, sees him 
in a different light and yet in the same one. 
Belanger has known Weaver longer than Shopay, having 
played for him in the minors with Elmira of the Eastern 
League in 1965 and Rochester of the International League 
the following year. 
"They talk about all the material he has to worx with on 
this club and that's true, 
says Belanger, "but I ve seen 
how he operates without any material either. He didn t 
have much in Elmira and finished second: the year I was 
under him at Rochester they picked us to come in last. We 
finished first." 
If you go back and tell something like that to Earl 
Weaver, he waves his hand to dismiss the whole thing and 
starts pointing out that he really did have talent to work 
with in both Elmira and Rochester.

Archie's Edith: 
A dingbat on-stage only 


HOLLYWOOD - (NEA) — 
It’s a very good thing for 
A m e r i c a n television that 
there’s 
a 
dingbat 
in 
the 
Stapleton family. 
Jean Stapleton plays Edith 
Bunker on CBS’ All in the 
Family, and plays it so well 
she won an Emmy last year. 
There’s a big difference be­ 
tween the dumb nasality of 
Edith Bunker, and the soft- 
spoken intelligence of Jean 
Stapleton. This is a fine ac­ 
tress at work creating a real 
character. 
“The character of Edith,” 
she says, “ isn’t completely 
modeled after anyone. But 
there are many facets of a 
very dear aunt—a beloved 
dingbat. 
She 
would 
have 
loved the show.’’ 
Jean Stapleton likes the 
show, 
too, 
which 
is only 
n a t u r a l . But she likes to 
think that her view of it is 
objective, and she has been 
impressed by the fact that all 
ages and all political view­ 
points seem equally capti­ 
vated by the program. 


There has been consider­ 
able controversy, in Holly­ 
wood. over a statement made 
by Norman Lear. He called 
his protagonist, Archie Bunk­ 
er, who is played by Carroll 
O’Connor, a “ lovable bigot ” 
Many Hollywood people ob­ 
jected to that phrase, say­ 
ing that it is patently im­ 
possible for a bigot to be 
lovable. 
“ That’s just a question of 
semantics,” Miss Stapleton 
says. “ His bigotry is not lov­ 
able, 
it’s 
laughable. 
But 
Archie is lovable. I think 
that’s what Norman m eant.’’ 


She thinks that s a t i r e , 
which the 
show 
is, 
is a 
healthy thing. 
“ By laughing at bigotry,” 
she says, “ we’re not exon­ 


erating it, we’re focusing on 
it.” 
Her two children—Pam is 
12 and John is 11—watch the 
show and she believes it has 


been educational for them 
and for all children. 
“ Boy, will they know an 
Archie when they meet one,’ 
she says. 
She’s met a few in her 
time, 
particularly 
in 
and 
around New York, where she 
was born and grew up. Her 
father was in outdoor adver­ 
tising and her mother was 
a concert and opera singer, 
n a m e d 
Marie Stapleton- 
Murray. 
She grew up loving music 
and. in her high school year­ 
book, where it lists what the 
graduates want to do with 
their lives, next to the pic­ 
ture of Jean Murray it says 
“ Music Critic.” 
“ But that was because I 
knew music critics got free 


tickets,” she says. “ I know, 
even in high school, that I 
wanted to act.” 
But she wasn’t sure she 
could make it, so she learned 
secretarial work. She started 
acting in summer stock in 
’41, but didn’t quit her secre­ 
tarial job for another six 
years. Then, when she had 
done considerable Broadway 
work and some TV and films, 
she felt secure enough to re­ 
sign and devote herself ex­ 
clusively to acting. 
She had an older brother 
who wanted to act, too. He 


used the name Stapleton be­ 
cause he thought it w as more 
distinguished than Murray. 
He died before Jean was in 
high school, but she decided 
to use the name Stapleton, 
too, partly in his memory. 
She has another name now 
—Putch—since she is Mrs. 
William Putch. He runs a 
small theater in F’ayetteville, 
Pa., which the family calls 
home. Their house is on the 
grounds of Caledonia State 
Park, and it’s really a big, 
modernized log cabin. 
“ But it has h e a t and 
plumbing,” Jean says. “ And 
the woods around it are full 
. of wild turkeys.” 
The family has leased a 
home in Los Angeles, at least 
for the duration of All in the 
F’amily. The children will go 
to school here and her hus­ 
band is here for the winter, 
and probably will do some 
acting, too.
